‘They came 
ashore, but seemed not to notice us, 
We watchea and saw them look al) 
around, One evening when we returned 
to our camp we missed some Mexican 
bread and could not find out who had 
taken it, Next day the same thing hap 
pened, and so the next; then a boy war 
set to watch, He hid himself, saw an 
old man steal from the bush, snatch 
some bread, and quickly retreat. 


“**My uncle resolved to capture the 
thief, Next day we started in ow 
boats as usual, but soon anchored in 
a smal] cove near by. and walked to the 
camp, where we hid ourselves. we Tet 
the old man enter the hut, then wi 
surrounded him and learned that he 
had eome on board the schooner to show 
the others where a treasure was, hi 
having seen it buried. Overhearing «+ 
conversation to kill him when the trea 
sure was unearthed, so that he migh 
not demand his share, he ran away anc 
hid in the woods, watching for ow 
absence to procure food. He seemed 
greatly afraid of the companions h« 
had left; so my uncle told him he war 
weleome to share with us, but he had 
better keep out of sight until the othe:

Concerning nself he said, ‘When 1 
was quite yotng I was kidnapped ané 
taken on board a pirate ship, where ] 
was made cabin boy, One day the crew 
entered a city on the coast and sackec 
it, taking lots of gold coin and precious 
things trom the churehes and also the 
bishop’s jewels. What a glittering pil 
it was! They put it all in boxes cover 
ed with lead and brought them here 
landing on the north end of this island 
where tney dug a trench sixty step: 
from the water’s edge. In the trencl 
they iaid the treasure and covered it 
with a piece of tarpaulin and a ligh 
coating of sand. ‘Then the captair 
asked for volunteers to guard it. 


‘“T'wo negroes stepped forward and 
were instantly shot by the captain, wh 
ordered their bodies to be thrown or 
the boxes, saying that they would tak« 
better care of them dead than alive 


because anyone finding bones woul 
look no further. The trench was ther 
refilled, and on it three stones wer« 


placed, forming a triangle, a crowba 
being buried ten steps from them. Ow 
ship was soon afterwards captured, anc 
everyone on board put to death excep:

‘ewaderstand the principles of wire- 
less telephony it will be necessary to 
have an idea of how an ordinary wire 
tele e works, In the early days of 
the telephone, so called from its in- 
venter, Professor Graham Bell, the 
speaker talked to a thin dise of sheet- 
iron placed behind a conical mouth- 
pieces. pehind the dise was a magnet 
carrying a small bobbin of copper wire. 
When sound waves (produced by the 
voiee) struck the disc they made it vi- 
brate, This motion of the dise in front 
of the magnet cansed what is known as 
an ind@weed electric current in its coil 
of wire. By means of wires this cur- 
rent flowed to the distant receiver—an 
arrangement consisting of dise, magnet, 
and bobbin, as at the transmitting end, 
The aise at the receiving end moved in 
sympathy with the vibrations at the 
transmitting end, Hence tne receiver 
gave out sounds exactly corresponding 
to these directed against the transmit- 
ter. This is the principle of the tele- 
phone in its crudest form. But suppose, 
new, that instead of speaking to 
a é@ie with a magnet behind _it 
the speaker talks to a dise which 
aets as the lid of a little box

The carbon mam icioe vibrate, ad eyery 
seund is. faithfully reproduced in; the 
distant receiver, "This is the principle 
of the erdinary telephone of today. |, 
Iu wireless telephony an electric cur- 
is sent into space without a con- 
g wire, and is received at the dis- 
3 ] inetrmentwhies in- 
diextes its arrival. The eonduetor is 
the surfaee of the earth. A current of 
electricity is recognized by its effects. 
For example, it can make a wire hot; 
it ean also make a wire magnetic, so 
that iron filings cling to it, and it can 


phony a simplefpiece of apparatus, call- 
ed a detector, converts the high fre- 
queney current into a direct current, 
which causes audible sounds in a Bell 
telephone. The stages of a wireless con- 
versation are thus somewhat as follows: 
The sound is transmitted by the high- 
frequency to-and‘fro eurrent from the 
sending station; this current is picked 
up by the distant station; tnere it heats 
& junction of two dissimilar conductors; 
the heat generates a continuous or one- 
way current, and this one-way current 
works the telephone. The simplest 
form of detector is a small, sharp point 
of graphite pressing against a piece of 
metal, Other forms consist of tantalum 
dipping into mercury, or of platinum 
dipping into an acid. There is still an- 
other type which acts by modifying the 
alternating current, coaxing it, in fact, 
to pass in one way rather than in an- 
other. 


What are the possibilities of this new 
means of intercourse? It may be said 
at once that in towns the new system is 
not likely, just yet, to displace the or- 
dinary means of speaking by wires. 
There are, however, many extensive 
tracts of land consisting of desert or 
forest, and many long stretches of sea 
between islands, where the difficulties 
of running a wire or laying a cable 
would be very great and the expense of 
maintenance considerable. Under these 
conditions wireless telephony would be 
both suitable and cheap. Experiment 
has already proved that the wire and 
the wireless systems can work together, 
Speech transmitted to a wireless sta- 
tion by the ordinary telephone line has 
been radiated to a distant wireless sta- 
tion and reproduced over a second tele- 
phone line. This demonstration is one 
of those wireless wonders which makes 
it possible for two persons on different 
exchanges to converse with each other 
without a direct ‘‘trunk.’’ The recent 
improvements in submarine cables have 
certainly inereased the distance of wire 
telephony. Wireless, however, may yet 
speak across the Atlantic, Who shall 
measure the consequences of the 
achie Ragas which brings remotest 
jands in sp Stunce of eayh 
other, and turns the wide earth into a 
huge whispering gallery?
